This 
is the spiritual Jerusalem, "the city of truth." 
A greater teacher 
declared that Heaven best can be likened to the innocency of child­ 
hood, "for of such is the Kingdom.” 
Moral and religious progress must come with the ever up­ 
ward steps of succeeding generations of children. 
If the fertile 
ground that thus is opened to the influence of precept and example 
is neglected; or if it is permitted to become contaminated by the 
detractions of evil surroundings or subtle suggestions, certainly 
there will be a harvest of tares and thistles. 
On the other hand, if 
there is a concerted effort on the part of church and school, home 
and civic interests, welfare organizations and all other proper fac­ 
tors. to encourage the logical development of the juvenile mind along 
the lines of purity and righteousness, social foundations will be 
strengthened, and civilization will advance more rapidly than under 
less auspicious conditions, toward the goal of perfect human re­ 
lations. 
It is not an impossible task. 
Even in a congested city, con­ 
sideration must be given to the child. Otherwise, selfishness will pre­ 
dominate, and society will degenerate. 
Literally, it is impossible 
that children shall play in the streets of a crowded metropolis. 
Yet 
there must be provision for children's pastimes, under proper su­ 
pervision, and with the freest opportunity for communion with the 
beauties and inspirations of nature. 
The city that closely watches over the interests of its boys and 
girls well may claim to be the ideal city. 
In fact, there will be no 
need to make such claim; for recognition of the “city of truth” 
will be voluntary. 
The man, or the community, that performs 
thoughtful service "unto the least of these," is delivering the fullest 
measure*of good. 
The breed of loving intentions cest upon the 
waters of the realm of childhood will bring productive returns.
